TO DOUBLE MURDER IN OHIO 


Brought To New Castle Police Station 


After 
Being Apprehended—Makes

fleers And Sheriff Of Stark County, 
Ohio—Asserts Robbery Motive Of 
Killing Of Farmer And Wife On Last 
Saturday Night—Prisoner Says He Is

NEW CASTLE POLICE OFFICERS 


AFFECT CAPTUREjeR MIDNIGHT 


Through clues secured by the New Castle po- 


lice department. Edward Kaltenbaugh, aged 21, 
of near Grove CJfity, Pa., accused a* murderer of 
John Oser and his wife, Bertha Oserr at their 
home in Canal Fulton, StalflcTo^fy, Ohio, last 
Saturday night, was arrested, at eleven o clock 
Tuesday night, in an attic closet of his home, by 
New Castle and Stark county officers. He made 
a complete confession of the crime, officers an- 
nounce. 
. 
, 
Immediately following his apprehension, he 


was brought to this city, where at the office of 
Chief of Police C. C. Homer, in the presence of 
Sheriff Edward Gibson, of Stark County, Ohio, 
and a number of local police officers, he made.a 
confession of the double crime, and was also pos- 
itively identified by John Blasko, aged 18, ot 
Bergholz, Ohio, his predecessor at the Oser farm, 
as the man, who succeeded him as farm hand on 
that farm, police report. 


Declare Robbery Is Motive. 


Robbery, according to his signed confession, 


was his only motive in killing these two well 
known residents of Canal Fulton, Ohio. He se- 
cured but twenly dollars. 


His actions since arrest indicate that he may be 


weak minded, police says. Apparently he is un- 
aware of the terrible crime that he committed, 
they relate.

HE announcement of the Daniel Guggenheim Fund for the Pro- 


motion of Aeronautics, that a dozen airplane manufacturers in 


this country and abroad have entered the competition for the de- 
velopment "of an airplane which will compare favorably with the 
motor car in ease .and safety of operation, is full notice of an ertrly 
development which may have a most important effect upon ihe 
future of aviation. 
The first prize is $100,000,. with five le:;ser 


prizes of S10,000 each. The contest will close next October. The 
basic requirements are amazingly difficult. 
They include landings 


at slow speed, stopping after a short roll over the ground and sta- 
bility under all sorts of weather-conditions and stresses. The ideal 
is a plane which will be >afe even in the hands of an inexpert oper- 
ator, and designs now being worked out in the United States, 
though surrounded with great secrecy, would indicate that very 
considerable progress has been made toward this objective.

significant that one of ihe foreign entries is the Cierva Auto-Gyro, 
a "combination of the plane and helicopter idea which was oper- 
ated successfully abroad and is now being demonstrated in this 
country.'

In most 
of these cases, the barns have not 
had watering cups or indoor water for 
the cattle. .
